and issued orders. Looking down the valley, 
there was seen in the distance thick rolling 
clonds from Gen. Schackoffsky’s guns. But 
their voices were drowned in the louder 
thunder of the artillery in front.

Gen. Schackoffsky’s division succeeded 
about noon in advancing their batteries 
across the neck of lead to a ridge recently 
ogcupied by the Turks, and captured the 
village of Radisova.

in favor of the Turks, who were apparently 
tireless in their ferocity. They began a se- 
ries of sorties, falling neck and heels upon 
the enemy everywhere along the lines. Ut- 
terly reckless of their own life, they plunged 
at the Russian infantry, sabreing them and 
using even the butts of their muskets. As 
if drunken with the taste of blood, 
there was no power that could stop their 
mad onslaught, and the Russians, wearied 
with fighting all day on the offensive, were 
forced gradually back, fighting courageously 

: As the gloom began to settle upon the

Legislature 8 Appellate Court. The 
State, exclusive of Cook County, is now divided 
into thirteen Yircuits, in each of which an addi- 
tional Judge is to be chosen; and the State be- 
ing divided into four Appellate Court districts 
of whitch Cook County will be the First Dis- 
trict)the Supreme Court is required to designate 
three Judges to be an Appellate Court in each. 
The State will thus have forty-two Circuit 
2 to which number should added the 
three Judges of the Superior Court in Cook 
County, who bave appellate 4 isdiction. 

The new distribution Le. icial authority re- 
tains the three Grand ions of the State, as 
heretofore known, except that Cook County is 
made (for appellate purposés)a district by it- 
self, and is num the First. The Northern 
Grand Division—excluding Cook—thus becomes 
the Second Appellate Court district; the Cen- 
tral Grand Division the Third; ard the South- 
ern the Fourth. The State has, therefore, three 
Supreme Court Grand Divisions; seven districts 
in which Supreme Court Judges are elected; 
four Appellate Court districts; and fourteen 
circuits (Cook County being one) in which Cir- 
cuit Judges are elected. The Constitution pro- 
vides that Cook County “shall be one judi- 
cial cireun, and that the number of its 
Judges, now five in the Circuit Court 
and three in the Superior Court, may be in- 
creased ** by adding one to either of said courts 
for every additional 50,000 inhabitants in said 
county, over and above a population of 400,- 
000.“ If the nomination of Appellate Court 
Judges, under the recent act of the Legislature, 
is to be strictly lecalized, then Cook County, 
which does not now elect any additional Judges, 
will be weakened in ite Bench, while the rest of 
the State will have an increased number. We

Our special cable dispatch gives fresh 
details of the furious fight between Plevna 
and Loftcha, confirming the account in 
yesterday's Tarsuxe of the terrible de- 
feat sustained by the Russian forces. 
Reports that are scarcely credible, though 
coming from respectable sources, are 
received of a reversal by the Russians of this 
heavy disaster. It is said that on Wednes- 
day last Gsman Pasha’s army was routed, 
and Plevna occupied by the Russians. This 
will bear confirmation before too implicitly 
believed. 


Two members of the First Regiment have 
reported to Col. Suerzr that they have been 
discharged by their employers, two promi- 
nent firms in this city, because they went 
with the regiment when ordered out to 
suppress the insurrection. It is hoped that

THE CHI) CAMPAIGN. 

The Ohio Repubiicans enter the cam paign 
for the State election in the fall with excel- 
lent nominations, asatisfactory platform, and 
a united front. Judge West, who has been 
nominated for Governor, is one of the most 
eminent lawyers in the State, and commands 
the respect and confidence of all men. He 
has been Attorney-General of the State, a 
Judge of the Supreme Court, and member 
of the last Constitutional Convention. He 
is an able orator, aud is in full sympathy 
with the sentiments of the platform and the 
present purposes and aims of the Republican 
party in national affairs. Mr. Vocrter, the 
candidate for Lientenant-Governor, is a Ger- 
mau lawyer of Cincinnati, and the remainder 
of the ticket seoms to have been judiciously 
selected to the satisfaction of the entire 
State. 

The most conspicuous feature of the plat- 
form is the hearty andemphatic approval of 
the course President Haves has taken. It 
was not merely a general expression of con- 
fidence, but his policy of pacification at the 
South and his efforts to reform the Civil 
Service were specifically approved. This po- 
sition was fairly foreshadowed by Gen. 
Grosvenor in the speech he made when call- 
ed to the chair. He spoke eloquently of the 
Administration as having, within five months, 
and in spite of the howling and anathema of 
its enemies, and the doubt, fears, and hesita- 
tion of many of its adherents, re-established 
political peace and public confidence through- 
out the Southern States. This and kindred 


They undoubtedly embody the views of nine- 
ty out of every one hundred Republicans in 
Ohio. The Implacables have made no head- 
way in that State. They have not succeeded 
in creating dissension of any magnitude, and 
have utterly failed in every effort to organize 
an opposition to the Administration. The 
language of the platform and the spirit of 
the Convention warrant the belief that 
it is not alone the confidence in President 
H,yrxs’ ability and integrity felt by the citi- 
zens of his own State, who know him best, 
but a full reliance in the wisdom of his 
course, which has inspired the unstinted 
heartiness of the resolution.

The utterances in regard to the labor troubles 
are likely to command attention and ap- 
proval. 
THE UNEMPLOYED LABOR IN CITIES. 

We discussed some days ago the fact that 
there were one million of unemployed labor- 
ers who were to be found in the towns and 
cities of the country. These people are, as 
a body, without trades or professions, or any 
personal or educational qualifications fitting 
them for any business save that of what may 
be called rough labor. They are ready and 
qualified for work at any branch of this 
kind of labor, from driving a wagon ora 
horse-car, putting in a load of coal, shovel- 
ing snow, handling lumber, attending masons, 
to any other work of that general character, 
We pointed out that this surplus laboring 
population was recruited mainly from the 
country districts and from immigrants who 
in ir own country were employed on 
farms. Young men born or raised on farms 
in this country unfortunately find rural life 
too dull; they yearn for the excitements of 
city life; they prefer the precarious and 
poorly-paid employments they can pick up 
in the cities to the steady work and 
uneventful life they have in the 
country. The glare and. glitter, the 
follies, dissipations, and even crimes, 
of metropolitan life have a fascination for 
them which is corrupting to society and 
hastening the country to the radical political 
vices of the old European communities. The 
immigraut who knows no branch of industry 
except agricultural labor settles down in the 
already overcrowded cities, ewelling the 
ranks of paupers, and becomes a curse to 
himself and to society. Of necessity, the 
surplus laborers of the cities must depend 
largely upon public charity to escape starva- 
tion; and yet these people, living in squalid 
destitution, seeking the public chanties for 
the bread and fuel to keep them from per- 
ishing, prefer this kind of life to going into 
the country, and there having homes and 
comforts. In discussing the remedy for this 
condition of affairs, which is every day be- 
coming worse, we suggested that this surplus 
labor seek the country, where the field for 
agricultural labor was still unoccupied. 

Several correspondents have replied urging 
that persons in the city cannot get to the 
country; that they cannot find labor; that a 
man may travel for weeks through the rural 
districts and fail to get employment: The 
general objection is thus stated by a writer 
in yesterday's TRIBUNE : 

It requires some hundreds of dollars for a men to 
take with him when he goes for a farmer. He mast 
have the iand; or. supposing he don't have the 
land, be must have a team, and implements, and a 
crop don't spring out of the ground at a nod. He 
must have some means to live on while that crop is 
being put into the earth and while it is growing and 
being harvested, and so I really don't see how one 
of us poor wretches, withoutany money or rich 
relatives, would be much better off if there were 
several more great States in the West waiting to be 
settled, That is, unless there is a bureau some- 
where that we don't know anything about for the 
purpose of loaning us money to get started on. 

This is a mere pretext. The truth is, that 
if there were one-half the effort and anxiety 
shown to get into the country and get em- 
ployment that there is to get from the 
count) into the cities, there to struggle for 
bread, there would be no trouble in the mat- 
ter. There is a deep-rooted hostility in the 
minds of these people to living at work in 
the country. They prefer the semi-pauper- 
ism of city life to regular daily labor away 
from the excitements, intemperance, politics, 
and sbcial vices of cities. The writer we 
have quoted, who represents that he is unem- 
ployed and is willing to work, and who 
would gladly take any job, says that he can- 
not go into the country unless he has some 
** hundreds of dollars”; he must also have 
% team,” and implements, and land; he 
must have money to live on while his crop is 
growing» and until somebody advances all 
these he can’t go into the country. How 
does he live in the city? Did he have the 
hundreds of dollars, or the house to live in, 
and money to support him while waiting for 
business? We suppose that when he came to 
the dity, he took the first job he could 
get, and has been supporting himself in like 
manner ever since. Why cannot he do the 
same thing in the country? Not owning a 
farm ‘himself, why cannot he work for an- 
other man who has a farm? Why cannot he 
do as one-half or more of the farmers of the 
West have done before him,—work at wages, 
working honestly, and saving his earnings 
until he has the money to buy land, and con- 
tinuing to work at wages, until he has his 
house, and his team, and his cow to begin 
life with? There are in Wisconsin, Iowa, 
and Minnesota, now, thousands of men who 
are prosperous farmers, who earned the 
money with which they bought their land, 
and puilt their homes, and fenced and 
stocked their farms, by working on other 
people's farms and saving their money. 
They did not spend their money in saloons, 
nor in frolicking, nor in dissipation, nor in 
attending meetings, nor in joining clubs, 
nor in association with demagogues or Com- 
munists. They vindicated the dignity, and 
freedom, and independence of labor by 
working hard and saving their wages. 

The country offers work not only to single 
men, but especially to families. If there be 
an honest, earnest purpose, and a sincere 
effort: made to leave the city and its squalid 
poverty to live in the country and to earn 
livings by hard labor, there will be no 
more trouble to reach the country than 
there is to leave the country apd reach the 
city. f The man with a family who is living 
in the city, out of employment, knowing no 
trade, dependent on a day’s or an hour’s 
labor at intervals, for the food to keep life, — 
whos¢ children are surrounded by all the 
tom ons, which are doubly strong because 
of the want which oppresses them,—can hard- 
ly dgmand to be presented with a well- 
stock+d farm and some money as a consider- 
ation ‘for leaving the city and finding a home 
and ‘comfortable living, and continuous

made to abandon the city and take homes. 
and work hard for an honest, peaceful, vir - 
tuous living.

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THE R DISASTER. 

Close upon the serious disasters to th e 
Russian arms in Asia comes the news of a 
crushing defeat in Europe, which has apps r- 
ently ended in a rout. The Russians, beat n 
in a two days’ battle at Plevna, have not or dy 
been compelled to retire, but have be en 
driven fairly over the Danube into Roumar ia, 
so that their plans for the present campai gn 
have been thrown into the utmost confusi on. 
The reports of the two days’ battles at 
Plevna are conflicting in many of their de- 
tails, especially as to the numbers engs ged 
and the extent of the loss, but they all % zree 
in the essential point of a decided Tur «ish 
victory. As far back as the 19th of July , the 
Ninth Corps of the Russians was attacke d in 
the vicinity of Plevna by Osman Pasua, and 
so severely handled that it had to fall back 
and await reinforcements. The Elev enth 
Corps was sent to its relief from Ruste huk, 
and, after making a long forced march, & Teet- 
ed a junction, the small force which. had 
been garrisoning Nikopolis also joining t hem, 
its place having been filled by a conti agent 
from the Roumanian army. It was 
over a week before the army could 
resume the offensive. Marching souf] award 
again, it encountered Osman Pasna's f orces, 
50,000 strong, securely intrenched near 
Plevna, the Russians numbering 60, 00% . The 
battle commenced July 30 with a terr ble ar- 
tillery duel, in which the Russians, t cing in 
the open field, suffered severely. Under 
cover of their artillery, the infantry ati empted 
to storm the intrenchments, but without 
success, and at nightfall the Turks he Id their 
position, having recovered some of th eir out- 
works from which they had been forced. 
The next day the Russians resumed the at- 
tack, but, although they fought with the ut- 
most desperation and performed prod igies of 
valor, they were defeated in a hand-to-hand 
engagement and compelled to retreat with a 
loss, according to Osman Pasna’s br Jletins, 
of 8,000 killed and 16,000 wounded, besides 
a heavy loss in war material. The ‘Ri ussians 
have fallen back to Sistova in disorder, and it 
is reported are pouring back into Rot mania, 
while the ‘Turks hold their position a waiting 
reinforcements. At last accounts, the Rou- 
manians were orderéd across the Danu be, but 
they will add nothing of consequence to the 
Russian strength. Had the Turks beer. power- 
ful enough to have followed up their advan- 
tage,they might have crushed the Russi an right 
wing, and perbaps ended the campiiign for 
this summer. It never rains but it pours. 
Onithe same day of the defeat of the Rus- 
sians north of the Balkans, the Russians 
south attacked Raovur Pasua, and after seven 
hours’ fighting captured Eski-Saghra, but 
Sunermman Paswa, coming up with a fresh 
force, defeated the Russians with heavy loss 
and recaptured the place. The crushing de- 
feat in Bulgaria will now more thai ever 
jeopardize the small Russian force in Roume- 
lia, as they are hemmed in by two powerful 
Turkish armies, which may cut off their sup- 
plies and retreat. Itis nota cheering out- 
look for Russian success this summer, 

In searching for the causes of this surpris- 
ing series of defeats, it seems as if the Rus- 
sians had made the same mistake in underes- 
timating the numbers and strength of the 
Turks that the North made in the first two 
years of the War with the Southern Confed- 
eracy. The North did not achieve 
decided successes until it realized the actual 
strength and fighting quality of the South, 
and Mr. LNcOoL called out the 600,000 
more,” who overcame the Southern forces by 
overwhelming weight of numbers. The 
Russians have all along affected to despise 
the Turks and their ability to fight, and have 
disposed their forces as if they expected that 
the Turks would not dare to meet them in 
the open field, but would gradually fall back 
to Constantinople, where they could be at- 
tacked en masse. The statement made some 
time since by the London Times, that the 
actual force of the Russians in the vicinity 
of the Danube only numbered about 200,000 
men, is undoubtedly correct. This force, 


} which would have been powerful in concentra- 


tion, has been weakened by constant division. 
There is one small force in the Dobrudscha, 
another at Rustchuk, another in the vicinity 
of Widdin, another south of the Balkans, and 
the last was in the neighborhood of 
Plevna until it was dispersed the 
other day by the victorious Turks. The lat- 
ter have also been compelled to divide their 
forces to observe the Russian divisions, but 
in every case they have met them man for 
man, and have had the additional advantage 
of fighting on the defensive, some of their 


. divisions holding almost itgpregnable fort- 


resses and the others fighting behind strong 
intrenchments, armed with the very finest 
American long-range rifles, and their works 
protected by heavy Krupp guns. Events 
have shown that the Turkish soldiers are as 
desperate fighters as the Russian ; that they 
are just as well if not better armed; that 
they are led by experienced German and 
Hungarian officers in many instances; and 
that they have English military men for ad- 
viser3. Under such circumstances, it seems

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A NATIONAL SYSTEM OF ARBITRATION. 

The recent troubles on the railroads 
throughout the country suggested to the 
Ohio State Convention the necessity, which 
Tue Tarsuws has insisted upon, that the 
National Government shall provide for the 
protection of the roads as public highways 
and that some method be enacted for settling 
differences between the companies and their 
employes without endangering the obstruc- 
tion of the regular traffic, and the inevitable 
blockade of commerce which grows out of 
it. The recommendations made by the 
Ohio platform are as follows: 

1. That Congress establish a national Bureau of 


Industry. 
2. That Congress exert its authority over all na- 


tional highways of trade, by prescribing and enforc- 
ing such reasonable regulations as will tend to 
promote safety of travel, secure fair returns for 
capital invested, and fair wages to employes. pre- 
venting mismanagement, improper discrimination, 
and the aggrandizement of officials at the expense 
of stockholders, shippers, and employes. 

3. That provision be made for statatory arbitra- 
tions between employers and employes, to adjust 
controversies, reconcile interests, and establish 
justice and equity between them. 

These recommendations will serve as a 
basie for the Congressional consideration 
which the subject demands. Whether or 
not there should be a separate Bureau of 
Industry will depend upon the extent to 
which Congress shall undertake to regulate 
the relations between the railways and 
their employes. The disposition ought to be 
to interfere no further than the safety and 
prosperity of inter-State commerce require, 
and the establishment of a new Bureau 
should be avoided if possible. 

The first essential is that the railroads 
should have full protection under the na- 
tional laws against violent obstruction by 
any class of men. The laws of the different 
States are not adequate to this purpose, 
since almost every railroad lies partly within 
the boundaries of two or more States, and 
there is no way to assure a harmony of 
legislation. It has also been demonstrated 
that the State authorities acting singly are 
not strong enough to prevent such ob- 
struction. During the late disturbances four 


of the States had to appeal to the General 


Government by formal application to the 
President, and the United States Courts used 
the authority of the General Government in 
those cases where the railroads were under 
their charge. The power of the Govern- 
ment to interfere immediately and directly 
when inter-State highways are obstructed 
needs to be more clearly defined by stat- 
ute, in order to avoid the delay and loss 
which occur before there is such a condition 
of domestic violence as warrants an appeal 
by the Governors of the States under the 
terms of the Constitution. 

But it will not be sufficient to provide a 
statutory method for the Government inter- 
ference to remove obstructions, for this alone 
would not prevent a recurrence of concerted 
efforts to obstruct the railroads in order to 
bring them to terms. The surest means 
for avoiding future attempts at a 


j railroad blockade is to remove the tempta- 


tion and opportanity. This can only be 
done by a national system of arbitration, 
which shall apply in case of a general re- 
duction of wages by the roads or a general 
demand for an increase on the part of the 
employes. In both cases fair notice should 
be given, and time allowed for the acceptance 
or rejection of the terms by the parties to 
whom the notice is served. In the event of 
non-agreement, the merits of the case may be 
submitted for review to a jury, whose char- 
acter shail be defined by statute, and under 
the jurisdiction of the United States Courts, 
binding both the companiesand the employes 
to the result. Such a system will be of even 
greater advantage to the employes, as a class, 
than the railroads, for, in case the decision 
is against the railroad, it will have no re- 
course but to submit, while the individual 
right to quit work and seek other employ- 
ment will remain to every employe if he is 
still discontented. But the railroad's ad- 
vantage will consist in the absolute assurance 
against the interruption of its business and 
the General Government's direct protection 


of its property. 


THE 3.65 INTERCHANGEABLE BOND. 

The Hoening Post don’t like the Ohio Re- 
publican platform on the currency question, 
but modestly prescribes a nostrum of its own, 
which reads: 

Resolved, That we favor the immediate remone- 
tization of the silver doliar, demonetized by act of 
Congress in 1873, and its unlimited free coinage; 
that gold, the silver dollar aforesaid. and an inter- 
tonvertible bond, principal and interest payable in 
coin, and bearing interest at the rate of 3. 65 per 
cent per annum, be used at the option of the Gov- 
ernment after Jan. 1, 1879, to redeem the green- 
back circulation. when presented for redemption; 
that gold, the silver dollar aforesaid, ind the 
greenback, be a full legal tender for the payment 
of all debts. customs included, except when other- 
wise expressly provided by law. 

The Post praises its baby as follows: 

On that platform the Republicans of Ohio could 
sweep the State. It would satisfy every fair- 
minded Resumptionist and every reasonable Green- 
back man. It would give the coantry a currency 
with a bottom to it, and capable of any necessary 
expansion, —self-regulating in this, that when 
money was worta more than the 3.65 minimum it 
would flow out of the Treasury by the return of 
bonds for grcenbacks; when it could not be used at 
a tale better than 3. 60 it would flow in and the 
bonds would come out. - 

The Hoening Post is young and small; 
let its larger and older confrere post it up 
better on the bookkeeping of the currency 
question. In the first place, the Ohio De- 
mocracy have previously offered the 3.65 in- 
terchangeable-greenback-bond plan to the 
people of the Buckeye State on several occa- 
sions, but they would not touch it. Old Braz 
Auten, Young Tom Ewa, Gentleman 
Greorcz Puxpieton, Wan McLean, and 
other Democratic ‘‘ war-horses,” have press- 
ed the scheme on the people with all their 
power, but it was no go.” At the late 
Ohio Democratie Convention the 3.65 re-ex- 
changeable-bond proposition was inconti- 
nently discarded. At the coming election in 
Ohio neither party will have anything to do 
with it, and it is dropped by common consént. 
Nearly all of the original advocates capa- 
ble of reflection have discarded the scheme 
as impracticable. The late Greenback Con- 
vention of Iowa rejected it altogether, and 
would not allow it to be mentioned in their 


platform.

rency, there would be a contraction of 8315, 
000,000 of notes uo fast as to make a Green- 
backer’s head swim. The only way to re- 
lieve this contraction would be te issue 
greenbacks to the amount of the bank-notes ; 
these in turn would flow into the interest- 
bearing-bond currency. Then we would 
have, say, 8700, 000, 000 ot 8.65, costing the 
Government about $25,550,000 a year—over 
$2,000,000 a month—to pay coin interest 
thereon. | 

This $25,550,000 of interest would consti- 
tute the suction power which would draw 
out the 3.65 bonds, and keep them in the 
hands of the banks and the public. Being 
$25,000,000 heavier than greenbacks, the 
bonds would tip the beam. The Post's 
crude notion is, that the interchangeable 
bond would operate like a child’s teeter or 
see-saw. So it would if the 3.656 were no 
more valuable than greenbacks; but after 
they were one day old they would be worth 
more than their face in gree by the 
amount of the interest accrued; hence the 
see-saw would not move up and down; the 
8.65 end of the plank would remain on the 
ground while the other end would stay up in 
the air. 

The patent-bond currency would be very 
clumsy and unhandy on account of the daily- 
changing value of each bond by reason of 
the accretions of interest, but they would 
pass nevertheless from hand to hand, as bank- 
notes now do, for their face and interest. 
As there would be no pecuniary motive for 
sending them into the Treasury m exchange 
for greenbacks, but, on the contrary, a loss of 
interest, they would crowd out of circulation 
all the greenbacks. It would not be possible 
to keep out $20,000,000 of notes. If any of 
the banks or holders of 3.65 bonds converted 
them into greenbacks, and paid out the lat- 
ter, it would not be three days before they 
would all be back in the Treasury. The idea 
that a Government ora bank could make 
its notes circulate when it offered to redeem 
them on demand at a premium of 3.65 per 
cent per annum—for that is the effect of the 
scheme—finally struck the Ohio Democracy 
and the Iowa Greenbackers as entirely pre- 
posterous, and therefore they quietly ig- 
nored their former favorite bantling, and let 
it die for want of lacteal nourishment. It is 
a dead baby; the Post can’t cuddle it back 
into life. 

Does old man WILBUR mean to say that three 
months ago, before the Mayor’s election, he 
predicted the railroad riots that have swept over 
the United States? And that he also foreknew 
the rioters would break loose in’ Chicago on 
Tuesday, or. some particular day, and 
that the Mayor would not commence 
quelling them until the next day? If his 
squibs have any application, it can only be on 
the basis that last April he foresaw the railroad 
riots of July, and that Mr. Harn would not 
give them instant battle. If he did not foresee 
and foreknow what was coming, his present 
assumptions of superior wisdom are somewhat

_ Shortly after leaving Plymouth obstructions 
were found placed on the track, but no damage 
was done. At noon, Gov. Hartranft, Com- 
mander-in-Chief arrived with 1,000 troops, and 
proceeded to Scranton. Just before reaching 
Avondale the track was found to be torn up, 
causing a few bours’ delay. A passenger-train 
came down from Scranton after dinner. The 
engine bristled with bayonets, and militia oc- 
eupied the platforms, allowing no one to 
approach without showing a ticket. Trains 
have run to-day very irregularly, but the 
sight of the guards has been sufficient to awe 
the strikers whe gather atthe stations. At 6 
this evening a military train returned from 
Scranton, conveying Gov. Hartranft and his

for the present. The train was heavily guarded, 
and had three car loadsof the strikers, who 
were cap this morning at Avondale. 
The train was met by District Attorney 
Rice and Deputy Sheriff Kirkendall, into 
whose custody the prisoners were committed as 
a transfer to the civil authorities, and, under es- 
cort of several hundred troops, were marched 
two miles to this city and lodged in the County 
Jail to-night.

JUSTICE SUMMERFIELD

court-room at the Armory was crowded as early 
as 9 . m., and the business of the day did not 
conciude until nearly 4 o’clock. Among those 
present were Aid.

Hood 
and A number 6f Officers Were oh hand to pros- 
ecute, and the rioters were brought up in 
batches of from three to ten. 

The crowd contained captives made at Hal 
sted street, Archer avenue, Murray street, and 
State street, on Wednesday, Thursday, and 
Friday of last week, and, with few exceptions, 
they were a remarkably hard-looking set. They 
seem to have preserved lines of nationalitv very 
strictly, aud came up in batches of Irish, Bo- 
hemians, and Poles, and so on. No one of 
them had done anything; just happened around 
there accidentally, of course, and got mixed up 
with the crowd; micht have had sticks in their 
haniis, but that was accidental also. As to 
thrgwing stones, never thought of such a thing. 
Sone produced a string of testimonials with 
the names of half Bridgeport affixed. Others 
carried in their expressive countenances recom- 
mendations for the Penitentiary not to be ig- 
nored by any Criminal Court. 

THREE POLES

HAVE THE STRIKERS GAINED ANYTHING : 
New York Eoening Post. 

Owing to the absence of full information con- 
cerning the negotiations which have taken place 
between the railroad men and their employes, 
and before it is known what the several compa- 
nies will do about wages after work has been 


fully resumed, it is-impossible to say precisely 
in any particular case whether the strikers have 
gained anything by the strike. Upon general 
principles, and judgiug from the broad and ob- 
vious aspects of the case, we should say that 
they have gained nothing at all. 

Coneid first how they stand in the court of 

ublic opimon, the final appellate tribunal. 
There is, of course, a demand that the working- 
men shall be fairly treated; that they shall 
have large freedom in respect to their work; 
that they shall be paid what their work is 
worth; that their grievances shall be 
generously considered. This was the judg- 
ment of public opinion before the strike. ft 
was as positive then as itis now. The strike 
could not strengthen it, and it nas not done so. 
Whatever effect it has had is in the opposite di- 
A Veda not wen tlie general brin- 
ciple of fair treatment of the wortiugman is 
any less firmly rooted than it was; but the men 
who have been on the strike during the last 
week are in the position which any y of men 
put themselves into who make a clear, patent, 
and monstrous mistake; who, secure already of 
sympathy, take a rash, headlong, and unjustifi- 
able course, which results in great and wide- 
spread injury tothe very persons who sympa- 
thize with them. The strikers themselves show 
a consciousness of this. It has been proposed 
in their behalf, for instance, that the expeuses 
of restoring the railroad property in Pittsbu 
shall be defrayed by a subscription of rail 
men. The proposal implies a 
viction of the strikers that, while 
the publac does not regard them 
all as rioters, it does beld them responsible ior 
giving au occasion for riot. These expenses 
will not be defrayed in this way,—if they should 
be the strikers would feel very ag that 
nothing bad been gained ee strike. But the 
mere hint that has been offered betrays a sense 
of the seriousness of the mistake which has 
been made. It is indeed ope which will not be 
forgotten for a generation. A man may havea 
first-rate grivvance, one upon which he may 
successfully appeal ior popular sympathy; and 
he may throw away the advantage which it 
gives him by trying to redress it in the wrong 
way. The strikers have gained nothing from 
public opinion. 

Coming to the practical question of dollars 
and cents, the matter of wages, have they gained 
anything bere? They go back to work, those 
of them who at all, at the reduced rates 
against which they struck. Itis true that they 
still demand a restoration of the old rates; 
but. they demanded that before the strike; 
they could have gone on to demand it without 
striking; so that they stand in this respect just 
where they did. But, they argue, we shall 
negotiate with the companies and have strong 
hopes of bringing them to our terms, or at least 
to a compromise. They certainly may negotiate, 
but could net they have done that without 
striking? The notion that the strike and its 
consequences have strengthened their position 
as negotiators or empowered them to enforce 
their terms we believe to be a very mistaken 
one. Why have the police been so active during 
the last few days? Why have the militia been 
ordered out and the Federal troops been called 
fort To enable the strikers to force the com- 
panies to a compromise! By no means; but to 
prevent the strikers from using force at all and 
to enable the companies to run their cars with 
any men they could get. One thing has been 
settled this week: no violent s can be 
wlerated.

WHAT IS LAWLESSNESS! 
Philadeiphia Telegraph, 

We desire to call attention to a point in con- 
nection with the present disturbances which 
seems to be quite unrecognized both by the 
strikers themselves and by nota few of the com- 
munity at large. One of the demagogues who 
addressed the mob at Harrisburg the other day 
urged them to maintain the present strike,— 
that is, to refuse to work themselves, and to 
prevent others from working,.—but to avoid all 
lawiessness; and, further, to commit no acts of 
violence, but if attacked to defend themselves 
—that is, if the officers of the law, in ovedience 
to orders, attewpted to compel them to cease 
from their lawless proceccdings—for instance, 
preventing a freight train from starting—to 
resist them by force. It is concern- 
ing this idea of and ‘* jaw- 
less“ that we say a few 
words. The strikers, and the persons in the 
community who are endeavoring, for one reason 
or another, to excuse or extenuate their con- 
duct, forget that—tfirst, in taking possession of 
the property ol a railrvad corporation; second, 
in compeiling the company to lose many days of 
profitable business; and third, in interiering 
with the right of others to dothe work which 
they refuse to do—they are guilty of at least 
three several acts of lawlessness, in principle— 
to say nothing of the dreadful consequences 
which they bave produced—quite as bad as the 
proceedings of the mob upon which they are 
now so busily endeavoring to shift their guilt. 
It seems to be assumed that so long as these 
strikers refrain trom burn and killing they 
are innocent people, not at to be confounded 
with the mob, and are entitled toacalm bear- 
ing from the respectable public if not to 
their sym y and beip. One of our merchants

They are known by their 
acts, and they are revolutionary and hostile to 
the public security and tranquility. We have 
no desire to excite prejudice against any class 
of people, and particularly against those who 
have sought a refuge on American soil m 
want and oppression. They are welcome, U 
vided they come to promage the welfare of the 
nation and to share its fortunes. They are 
doubly ungrateful when they reciprocate hospi- 
tality with 8 and when they imperil 
the existence of the institutions they have 
sworn to defend. The native-born American, 
and every honorable naturalized American, holds 
them, their frenzied atrocities, and their vision- 
ary schemes, in abhorrence.

Labor, di- 
rectly or indirectly, produces all that the world 
has of wealth, and labor, directly or indirectly, 
pays all that the world demands for expenses. 
THE MISCHIEF I(T HAS DONE. 
Albany Evening Journal. 

Here are some of the unfortunate effects 
which the railroad strike has prodaced: 

It has not only interrupted the railroads and 
interfered with all business communication and 
traveling, but bas stopped many factories and 
mille, aud so added to the great body of nuem- 
ployed. 

It has imposed upon the different States and 
communities a large burden of tax for the dam- 
age inflicted and for the cost of suppressing dis- 
order. 

It has in many places shortened the supply of 
rovisions, and tended to increase the cost of 
iving. In some localities it has threatened 

actual suffering from the want af food. 

It bas depreciated railroad property, infured 
railroad business, and — i the railroads 
less able to pay even the reduced wages which 
they felt compelled by declining revenues to 
adopt. 

And, above ali, it has created general distrust 
and uncertainty, put off the promised return 
of good times, and made hard times still more 
hard. 

Many of the strikers honestly thought to bet- 
ter their condition. Fatal delusion! However 
innocent their intentions, they have forced dis- 
aster upon the whole country and grievous 
injury upon themselves. 

THE COURSE FORsTHE STRIKERS. 
Cincinnati Gazette. 

In our view the original railroad strikers had 

a cause, and they have lost it. This was partly 


by their own misjudgment, and partly because 
it was taken out of their control. They were 
the victims of circumstances. Times are hard. 
All are retrenching, reducing, stopping, and de- 
manding every product of labor at lower prices. 
Hara as was the state of some classes of the 
railroad men, the case of the multitude out of 
work was harder. At the strike these rose up, 
and it became in effect a contest of the unem- 
ployed against the employed. Then the disso 
lute, vagabond, and crimiual classes that intest 
large cities rose up and but  them- 
selves at the head. Then those that had cause 
to strike made war on those that were content- 
ed, and then on all other branches of labor, 
foolishly thinking that by stopping all indus- 
tries and trade they could foree all to come to 
whatever wages laborers might demand. Thus 
it became a war on labor and on all the interests 
of the community, and thus united commu- 
nity against them. This effect was heightened 
by the brawling of Communist doctrines, the 
ranting about the war of labor against capital 
and by the incendiarism at Pittsburg, an 
threats of it everywhere. And so the case 
which the strikers had is overwhelmcd and lost, 
and the only way for them is to make the best 
terme they can, and to resume work, leaving 
their case to arbitration and to the moral iniiu- 
ence of public opinion.

In most they are 
immoderately high, and seem likely to remain so 
for no otier reason than that cheap money makés 
it easy to hold weak secnrities. Money, in short, 
stagnates about the Stock Exchange. Finding no 
employment in moving produce or promoting in- 
dustries, the banks are induced to lend more 
and more easily on security of stocks, having no 
other means of employing their money, and private

The wheat supply of the immediate future is a 
matter of much anxiety and some speculation. 
No oue (that is, scarcely any one) doubts that we 
have in the United States one of the largest crops 
ever garnered, and the weather promises to be fine 
enough te allow it all to be gathered in without 
material logs. But there is wide difference of 
Opinion as to the quantity which will come 
to market during the present month. Some 
have counted on as much as 3,000,000 
bu, and cthers think that one-third of that quan- 
tity will be nearer the truth. The bears have been 
selling right and left at a rate which indicates that 
some of them fancy nearly half the available sur- 
plus of the current crop will be here before the let 
of September. Meanwhile there is every reason 
to believe that the stock of wheat ‘‘in sight” is 
the smallest ever known, —the total for seventeen 
cities, with stocks afloat, being only about 1, 780, - 
000 bu at the close of last week. As might be ex- 
pected, with such a close draft upon the bottoms of 
the bins, there is a very good demand for cash 
wheat all over the world, and it readily brings a 
premium of some 10c per bu over wheat which 
may be delivered at any time before the close of 
this month. The demand may soon be met by 
liberal receipts of new wheat at leading points, 
but a little bad weather, to prevent threshing, 


might cause a radical upturn in prices 
that would de serious to the shorts 
for this month, however it might 


be for the longer futpres. The same scarcity of 
cash stuff seems to exist in Great Britain, though 
so much is en route for those markets as to weaken 
prices, and the markets there are further beared by 
the downward movement here, which is regarded 
by English operators as the surest possibie proof of 
a bountiful crop here, which will make them com- 
paratively independent of the war between Russia 
and Turkey. 

The leading produce markets were fairly active 
yesterday for the season, and provisions were 
firmer, while breadstuffs were easier, especially 
wheat. The advices from other points were not 
very favorable to strength, the British grain mar- 
kets being dull, while the weather here was more 
settled, and expectations of rather large receipts of 
grain were generally entertained, while the ship- 
ments were light, except In corn. The feeling in 
breadstuffs was bearish for future, with compara- 
tive steadiness in cash lots. 

In dry-yoods circles there was continued quiet. 
Buyers were ordering in a small way, as the im- 
mediate necessities of their trade required, and 
nothing beyond. There was no change in values. 
The grocery market was without change in its gen- 
eral features. Trade was all that conld be ex- 
pected, and for most staple and side goods the 
tenor of prices was firm. Sugars, however, 
were weak and unsettled, in sympathy with the 
Eastern market. Coffees were fairly firm, and 
rice, soape, teas, and most other lines were 
steadilycheld. There were no important changes in 
the butter market, the demand equaling the supply, 
and prices remaining firm. Cheese was dull and 
slightly lower, with sales of good to best fuji 
cream at 84%@9%c. Dried fruits ruled quiet. 
Fish were fairly active and firm. Jobbers of 
bagging, ‘eather, tobacco, oils, paints, and colors 
reported nothing new. 

The carzo lumber market was more active and 
steadier, nearly all the offerings were sold. The 
yard deal2rs generally complain of dullness, though 
some of them say trade is good enough for the time 
of year. Dealersare filling orders that were de- 
layed by the strikers. Metals, naiis. and hard- 
ware were quiet and unchanged. Wool was in bet- 
ter request and steady. Broom-corn was quiet. 
Hides were dull and weak. Seeds were quiet. 
Timothy seed was dull and easy under liberal of- 
terings for future delivery. Green fruits were 
lower, owing to heavy receipts. Eggs and poultry 
were siow and weak. 

Lake freights were less active, and a shade 
easier, at 3c for corn to Buffalo, but closed firmer 
at Ze, with only moderate offerings. Room was 
taken for 10 000 bu wheat.

RESPONSIBLE GOVERNMENT. 


The Duty of Citizens. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 
CH1caao, July 30.—One of your recent issues 
contains an editorial commenting upon and 
criticising an article on a novel annexation pro- 
ject which lately appeared in a morning con- 
temporary. By this new departure in our 
foreign policy it is proposed to reverse what 
many Americans suppose to be the ultimate fate 
of the neighboring Dominion of Canada, and to 
allow the Canadians to absorb us. We are thus 
to get rid, at one blow and witiut any violent 
disturbance, of our irresponsibe system of an 
elective monarchy, and exchange it for the truly 
republican system of English responsible gov- 
ernment. Of course the annexation part of the 
article in question is expected to be taken cum 
grano salis’’; its real object is to compare the 
two countries with regard tothe fundamental 
character of their governments, and to draw 
conclusions condemning our own. 
The question involved in the article, and in 
many others which have appeared for some 
time back in the public press, is one of vital im- 
portance, and well worthy the serious thoughts 
of all true patriots. Its being agitated and dis- 
eussed is a heslthy sign that higher 
grounds and loftier aims are being taken in our 
politics ; that the mere politician and wirepuller, 
who only cares and works forthe spoils, will 
gradually lose his hold; and that progressive 
principles will be applied to institutions now 
existent. 
It should be the aim of everytrue American, 
whether native or foreign-born, to make this 
country in reality a democratic Republic, which 
in many essent inte it isnot yet. The 
average American citizen is very prone to look 
upon the Constitution asthe very incarnation 
of perfection in government, and to worship it 
as an idolater does his wooden image, merely on 
authority and without question. The United 
States, he claims, from a mere handful of dis- 
satisfied British subjects, has grown to be one 
of the greatest nations; it nas stood the terrible 
strain of gigantic internal war without lasting 
injury; and all under the Constitution, under 
whose bevign provisions the oppressed from all 
the worid have found shelter ani abode. In 
arguing thus, he overlooks that the boundless 
natural resources of the — in conjunction 
with tbe spirit of enterprise pluck of its in- 
habitants, are the main causes of its rapid 
material growth. 
The framers of the Constitution had no model 

to go by, and were not much given to theorizi 
on matters of government. They had to build 
upon the substructure leit by the British, 
and adapt the new system to existing 
circumstances. Besides, the Constitution as 
adopted was more or lesa a compromise 
between Federalists and anti-Federalists, whose 
conflicting views had to de reconciled. 
Hence Slavery, which is certainly no republican 
institution, was not disturbed, in direct viola- 
tiou af the Declaration of Independence, that all 
men are created equal. Our Constitution sub- 
stituted an elective Executive for the hereditary 
monarch of England, but f still clothed him 
with nearly ail the powers and prerogatives of a 
King. It makes him Commander-in-Chief of 
both army and navy when iu active service, al- 
lowe him to select his Ministers and dismiss 
them at his pleasure, puts all appointments 
into his hands, grants him the veto-power, etc. 
He is not removable except by a two-thirds 
majority of the Senate, after trial by impeacb- 
ment. 
Tylerism and Johnsonism have taught us to 
what extent a President can misgovern the 
country and remain within the limits of the 
Constitution, and there are no real safeguards 
against a recurrence of similar conduct. The

cess called: an election. President 
a fixture, and, if all the country were 
against him, it would be powerless to give its 
want of confidence any practical expression. 
All this is not Republieanism; it is not even 
Constitutionalism, for in a coustitutional mon- 
archy the Ministry bows to the popular will, 
and steps out afteran expreasion of want of 
confidence by the Legislature. 

The idea that an immovable executive head 
is essential to the stability of a Government is 
not a correct one. The English sovereign does 
not, iu reality, himself select a new Ministry in 
accordance with the ruling majority of Parlia- 
ment; and the selection would be made just as 
well, and of the same material, if there were 
no permanent sovereign at all. ¢ Republic of 
Switzerland has no President in the sense of the 
American Constitution, and yet its Government 
is perfectly stable. To say that this system 


may auswer in a small country, wiih 
no clashing interests like our own, will 
not disprove its adaptability in general; 


there is as much diversity of language and 
manner of thought in the little country as in 
the large one, and many much more difficult 
problems have to be solved in tae former, such 
as ecclesiastical questions, pauperism, etc. In 
Switzerland there is no violent upheaval of the 
country every four years to elect a President 
who has been nominated mostly by political 
machinery; there is no plotting for re-clection, 
—no interference by olfice-holders created by 
the President and bound up with his own inter- 
este. There is, on the contrary, the constant 
desire to make the people more and more the 
real sovereign, and bring republican ideas to 
perfection. 

The whole subject.is not an outgrowth of the 
last unsatisfactory Presidential contest. It has 
been agitated for years by the independent 
radical German press of this countrv, and others 
not buried in part yisui. It ought to be thoroughly 
discussed by press und people, its difficulties 
carefully considered, and the way prepared to 
give it practical shape by a Constitutional Con- 
vention in due time. 

Whatever opinions may be entertained with 
regard to the subject matter, one thingis be- 
yond any controversy: No lasting retorm can be 
brought about except by the determined and 
hearty co-operation of every honest citizen. The 
best republican form of government in the 
world will fail if the citizens of the country do 
not discharge their public duties to the fullest
